Indianapolis, Nov. IO. 
The polit!- 
j clans here who are analyzing the re­ 
turns from the election last Tuesday 
point out that it was demonstrated 
very dearly in two or three places 
that rn-n who succeed in getting a 
nomination in spite of the opposition 
of a majority of their party never fare 
well. For instance, the deb at of Chaa. 
I B. Rogers of Shoals for Joint sena­ 
tor of Orange, Martin and Lawrence 
counties is pointed to as a glowing 
example. 
The nomination of Rogers 
j was over the protest of many of the 
leading Republicans of the district. Iv 
I Grange county the Republicans sp*\ 
i and held two conventions for the se­ 
lection of delegates. 
The result was 
that there was a feud almost and some 
disgraceful scenes followed. 
But Rog­ 
ers went down to defeat in a district 
that is normally Republican by several 
hundred. 
Had it not been for the fac­ 
tional fighting it is likely that John 
Chaney of Sullivan would have carried 
Lawn nee county and accomplished 
the defeat of Representative Miers for 
congress. 
In Jefferson county there 
was a strong opposition to Marcus Sul- 
zer. candidate ‘for representative, in 
his own party, and when the votes 
wore counted it was found that he had 
been defeated, although normally the 
county is strongly Republican. 
The 
party leaders are hoping that the de­ 
feat of Rogers and Sulzer will be an 
example by which other counties may 
profit.

United Mine Workers of America to­ 
day when it was given out that the 
ass* ssment of the bituminous miners 
for support of the anthracite strikers 
has been raised. 
This means that 
nearly 300,000 men will cease giving 
up IO per cent of their weekly wages. 
The assessment was made here at the 
national 
convention 
of the miners 
July 17, when they met to determine 
whether or not there should be a gen­ 
eral strike. The men have never mur­ 
mured. but since the assessment was 
made there has been a steady stream 
of money pouring into the headquar­ 
ters here. 
Hundreds of thousands 
were contributed by other labor or­ 
ganizations and people in sympathy 
with the strike, but the burden of the 
support of the anthracite strike rested 
on the shoulders of their comrades in 
the bituminous regions, and how nobly 
they responded Is now a matter of his­ 
tory. One of the remarkable features 
of the great contest between the min­ 
ers and the coal barons was the will­ 
ingness with 
which the bituminous 
miners gave up a part of their meager 
weekly wages. 


It is probable that the primary elec­ 
tion commission

Its sessions were 
postponed a few weeks ago because 
of the state campaign, but now that 
the election is over work will be re­ 
sumed on the bill.

The fo llo w in g is aa epitone of th 
quail law now in force in this state: 
It is unlawful: To kill more than 
twenty-four q u ail in any one day ; to 
sell or 
i fifer for sail* directly or indi­ 
rectly at any one ti ae or tit any place 
any quail: to hunt upon any inclosed 
land without first obtaining the w ritten 
C indent of the ow nee or tenant thereof; 
to hunt on Sunday: for any non-resi­ 
dent to hunt within the borders of the 
state without first p rocuring a $25 
license: to export or import quail.

cellent in that they tend to wor k for
